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Supreme Court 
Rejects Busing

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The Supreme Court today in 
a Detroit case rejected large 
scale busing across county 
lines to bring about racial 
integration of black inner 
city and white surburban 
schools. 
The 5-4 opinion reversed 
lower federal court orders 
that have caused a social 
furor in Detroit, with elec­ 
tions turning on the can­ 
d id a te s ’ attitu d e tow ard 
school busing. 
The opinion—the last of 
the current court se ssio n - 
had been awaited for many 


weeks both in Detroit and in 
such other m ajor cities as 
Indianapolis, Louisville and 
Atlanta. Cross-district con­

Water Saving 


Tips Are Timely

I received a call from a Plano newcomer regarding 
the current water shortage. She told me that lack of 
water, even for the barest necessities, was not new to 
her since she had been raised in the Dust Bowl. 
And she further expressed the opinion that no m atter 
who is to blame regarding the present situation, the 
fact remains that water is a critical item in Plano. 
The lady mentioned a few w ater saving habits that 
every family should get into since she said the next 
water shortage might be a result of no water, not just a 
man-made emergency. 
When peeling 
and 
washing potatoes or 
other 
vegetables she suggested saving the water and using it 
on flower plants. Another idea she mentioned-and one 
she tried in her own household-was having the children 
pour w ater left in their glasses into a pan instead of 
down the drain. She told me that at the end of the day 
she had enough water for the house plants, and that 
was water that would have been wasted. 
During the Dust Bowl days, the lady said that every 
family conserved water in every imaginable way, 
because in those days when the water was gone, there 
was none for replacement. 
We are facing much the sam e situation now, except 
that we do have water for necessities if everyone ob­ 
serves the rules. Inconsistent watering and irrational 
waste cannot be tolerated at this point, and severe 
rationing will indeed bt* the only solution 
This newcomer said she had always been taught that 
to discipline ourselves today will make us twice as 
strong tomorrow, and when reports from all over the 
world tell us about severe shortages everywhere in 
everything, it is not inconceivable that we m ay run 
short of water. This is especially true during the long 
dry spell we are experiencing when the present supply 
(even through it may be ample) 
is not 
being 
replenished by rains. 
Perhaps we should listen to this lady who has been 
there, and try conserving now-not just fuel and food 
and other vital products, but water, too. 
We may not have a choice later. 


Contracters for the Custer Road pipeline, pump station and storage tank are 
making good progress on all three projects, according to Al Dougal, director 
of planning and engineering for the city. He said the contracters are working 
as fast as they can and are coordinating their efforts well with the city staff 
and North Texas Municipal Water District officials. The NTMWD pipeline 
(below) which leads from the district’s storage facility to a metering station 
on Custer Rd. is nearing completion and barring complications should be in 
service within the next several weeks. Both the storage tank and pump 


station (left and above) are city projects and officials plan to put them into 
limited operation as soon as possible to alleviate the current water problem. 
One of the workmen is shown at left checking the pipeline leading from the 
NTMWD metering station to the storage tank. Residents are currently 
forbidden to water lawns except during the hours of 5 a.m. to 9 a.m. The 
strict rationing plan became necessary after city storage facilities were 
repeatedly drained.

means getting

as possible for a fall gar­ 
den.” 
According to the Texas 
A&M 
U niversity System 
specialist, many popular 
vegetables 
such 
as 
t o m a t o e s , 
p e p p e r s , 
eggplants, 
pole 
beans, 
potatoes, okra and squash 
can be planted during July 
and August. 
Also, 
the 
so-called 
“ winter” vegetables such as 
b r o c c o l i , 
c a b b a g e , 
cauliflower, greens, parsley 
and carrots can be planted at 
this 
time 
for early 
har­ 
vesting. 


What are some of the 
important aspects of fall 
gardening? 
First of all, get the land 
into good shape. If a garden 
was planted this spring and 
fertilizer was applied, little 
if any additional fertilizer 
will be needed before fall 
planting. 
For new gardens, Cotner 
recommends applying two to 
three pounds of a complete 
Fertilizer such as 10-10-10 per

IOO square feet and working 
it into the soil. If plants make 
slow growth, a light amount 
of fertilizer may be applied 
between 
the 
rows 
and 
watered into the soil.' 
“ Of major importance for 
a successful fall garden is an 
adequate water supply” 
emphasizes Cotner. “ Since 
planting is done during hot 
weather, sufficient water is 
needed for germination and 
early 
growth. 
Light 
waterings three to four times 
a week may be necessary to 
keep the soil from drying out 
and crusting. Water stress 
during early 
growth 
of 
plants can reduce later 
yields.” 
Since 
transplants 
of 
recommended varieties of 
vegetables may be hard to 
find at local nurseries, the 
specialist suggests buying 
seed and growing your own 
transplants. 
Four to 
five 
weeks should 
be allowed 
from the time of seeding to 
setting the young plants out 
in the garden. 
“ Transplanting is a good 
practice in the fall,” points 
out Cotner, “ since it allows 
the seed to be started in 
areas sheltered from high 
tem peratures and drying 
winds.” 
Of course, as with 
all 
gardens, a wary eye must be 
kept for such problems as 
weeds, insects and diseases. 
However, Cotner contends 
that the quality and flavor of 
many vegetables grown in 
the fall are superior to those 
from spring gardens. 
So, 
even 
though 
the 
weather is still hot, get an 
early jump on your 
fall 
garden, 
advises 
the 
specialist. Just the thought 
of fresh garden vegetables 
this fall should be enough to 
entice most folks, even those 
with the summer “ blahs.”

The study, entitled “ The 
Effe cts 
of 
Television 
Advertising on 
a 
Child’s 
Eating Habits and Control 
over 
the 
Fam ily 
Food 
Pu rch a se ,” 
was com ­ 
missioned 
by 
a 
Massachusetts-based 
con­ 
sumer’s organization, Action 
for Childrens Television, and 
carried 
out 
by 
m arket 
researcher 
Stephen 
L. 
Disson at the University of 
Pen n sylvan ia’s 
W arton 
School. 
According 
to the study, 
“ When 
children 
exert 
control over their 
family 
food purchase by requesting 
certain foods, it is usually 
those products they see 
advertised on television and 
usually foods with a high 
level of sugar.” 
The study examined the 
behavior of 186 nine to 13- 
year-old boys and girls from 
four Philadelphia public 
schools. The children came 
from 
a variety of socio­ 
economic 
and 
ethnic 
backgrounds. 
Results of the study were 
that 
95 
percent 
of 
the 
children, all of whom had at 
least one television in the 
home, saw the cereal they 
usually eat advertised on 
television. 
Not 
one 
child 
reported 
wanting 
the 
product 
because 
of 
its 
nutritional content. 
Almost 75 percent of the 


parents yielded to their 
children’s requests to buy 
TV-advertised cereals. 
The study reported that 
nearly half of all the students 
polled associated the word 
"sw eet” with something 
good in terms of taste and 
smell. 
The study concludes that, 
“ Children are not being 
nutritionally educated or 
taught to be wise consumers 
by the commericals on the 
air. Instead, they are en­ 
couraged 
to eat 
“ sweet” 
products which have a very 
high sugar content and often 
have questionable or no 
nutritional value.”

Minute Films 


Television in Review: 
Prof. Richard B. Morris — 
C BS’s minute man

Prof Richard B Morris of 
Columbia University is a 
minute man for CBS. 
Morris 
is one of two 
historians who advise CBS 
on 
its 
“ Bicentennial 
Minutes ” The other is Prof 
John C. Miller of Stanford 
University 
“ The minutes concentrate 
on one event, not necessarily 
political 
it 
could 
be 
social,” said Morris, “ but 
the overall effect is that it 
gives 
the 
feeling of 
the 
times, which led from peace 
to tragedy.” 
The 
minutes 
premiered 
July 4, 1974 They continue 
until Ju ly 4, 1976 
for a total 
of 732 minutes dealing with 
some aspect of life here and 
abroad during the years that 
led to the Declaration of 
Independence 
The minutes, which are 
aired in prime time, usually 
feature a well known actor 
or actress who reads about 
some aspect of colonial life. 
The 
first 
minute 
was 
narrated 
by 
Charlton 
Heston, who was ushered in 
with an appropriate fife-and 
drum rendition of “ Yankee 
Doodle.” He then read from 
George Washington’s diary 
Over the next two years the 
minutes will be spotlighted 
by an array of celebrities 
ranging 
from 
W alter 
Cronkite to Zsa Zsa Gabor 
“ During the summer of 
1774 
things 
were 
sim 
mering,” said Morris in his 
book lined 
office 
at 
Columbia 
“ People were 
preparing 
for 
the 
Con­ 
tinental Congress in Sep­ 
tember and something was 
cooking there every day. 
That was the beginning of 
the events that led to the 
American Revolution.” 
Morris had just returned 
from a trip to Europe where 
he visited several countries 
to help prepare for the U.S. 
bincentiennial 
celebrations 
abroad. 
“ A lot of people forget that 
France gave us the Statue of 
Liberty for our centennial. 


The American 
Revolution 
had a meaning for them HK) 
years ago Now, we have to 
alert 
them 
about 
the 
bicentennial.” 
Morris, who has written 
extensively 
about 
the 
American colonial 
period, 
said the founding fathers 
would be disturbed by the 
current political situation in 
the United States. 
“ The fathers 
would 
be 
disillusioned 
by all 
the 
political corruption in the 
country. Why every day you 
read about a governor or a 
lieutenant governor or 
a 
senator being involved in 
graft or perjury or consi- 
pracy. 
“ And they would not be 
happy about the mess in 
Washington.” 
But 
Morris 
said 
that 
Americans should have faith 
in the system of government 
because corrupt politicians 
are still held responsible to 
the law 
“ There is enough strength 
in our political structure that 
we can convict these men. 
These men aren’t too big 
that they can’t be held ac­ 
countable for their crimes. 
That is what impeachment is 
all about. The president is 
not too big to be held ac­ 
countable. That’s what the 
founding fathers wanted.” 
M orris 
then 
thumbed 
through 
a 
pile of bicen­ 
tennial scripts, which CBS 
sent him to check for ac­ 
curacy. He was pleased by 
what he read. “ The research 
was very well done,” he 
said. 
Morris was an original 
member 
of 
President 
Lyndon Johnson’s Bicen­ 
tennial Commission, but he 
and the other four historians 
on 
the committee were 
dropped after 
President 
Nixon took office. They were 
fired July 4, 1969 
“ Nixon 
wanted his own team,” he 
said 
And he admitted he was 
not an admirer of the work of 
the 
Nixon 
commission. 
“ They 
didn’t 
have 
any 
historians until 
recently,” 
said Morris. “ And the man 
they put in charge was Bud 
Wilkinson, a football coach.”

SAN DIEGO, Calif. (UPI) 
John Unitas, with an arm 
that fired a record 290 touch­ 
down passes over 18 years, 
had to call it quits Wed 
nesday because of his legs. 


“ My 98-year-old legs can ’t 
take 
the 
punishm ent 
anym ore,” the 41-year-old 
National 
Football 
League 
legend said in announcing 
his retirement. “ I worked 
out lour or five days and my 
legs swelled and my knee 
popped and I decided that to 
stay would be foolish.” 
San Diego Chargers owner 
Gene Klein, who acquired 
Unitas from Baltimore last 
y ea r, 
said, 
“ It 
was 
a 
pleasure to have the best 
quarterback in the history of 
the gam e as a m ember of our 
team .” 


Name almost any passing 
record 
in 
the 
lx)ok 
and 
Unitas has it. Possibly the 
most 
significant 
is 
47 
straight games throwing a 
touchdown pass. That is a 
mark comparable to Joe 
DiMaggio’s 56-game hitting 
streak in baseball 
Unitas plans to return to 
his Baltimore home. 


His 
only 
unpleasant 
memory of football is his 
treatment by the Colts, who 
he claims promised him a 
fro n t-office 
job 
upon 
retirement. The matter is 
now in the courts. 
Unitas joined the Colts in 
1956, one year after being cut 
by the Pittsburgh Steelers 
without playing a down 
Starter George Shaw was 
injured, and Unitas hit IU) of 
198 passes for 1,498yards for 
the balance of the season as 
his replacement 
For the 
next ll years, until injured in 
1968, he was the dominant 
quarterback in the game 
He 
was 
selected 
the 
greatest quarterback of all 
time in commemoration of 
the 50th anniversary of the 
National Football League in 
1969. He was the league’s 
most valuable player in 1957. 
1964 and 1967 and played in 
the Pro Bowl IO times. 
Unitas 
received 
some 
criticism for crossing the 
players’ picket line July 12 to 
report to training camp. At 
the time he said, “ If they pay 
my salary, I’ll be glad to join 
them .” 
Wednesday he said the 
strike had nothing to do with 
his decision and added, “ If 
they want to make them (the 
owners) hurt, they’ll be out 
another three weeks unless 
the wives start complaining 
about the pay checks.” 
As for the future, Unitas 
said he planned to spend 
more 
time 
with 
his 
six 
children in Baltimore. He 
also indicated he might do

television 
work on football although he 
added there were no con­ 
crete offers. 
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
